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CLASS  HISTORY

dissemination  of  knowledge.  They  had  collected  a  goodly  amount  of  necessary  baggage, 
in  the  way  of  bits  of  geography,  sections  of  arithmetic,  bunches  of  dates,  fresh  from 
the  tree  of  History,  packages  of  Civics,  and  a  supply  of  Grammar.
